er. 
"M ore treaty-making,” says the re 
port, “ w ill be in progress in the five 
years after the declaration of peace 
than in any sim ilar 
period 
of 
the 
world’s history. 
Many 
treaties be 
tween Ute United States and Europe 
an governments are ancient with ob 
solete phraseology. Even with no E u ­ 
ropean disposition 
to 
discrim inate 
(against th** United States) 
certain 
changes w ill be inevitable. This ren­ 
ders highly 
important 
the 
United 
States treaty-making power. 
"T h e state department 
now lacks, 
but should imm ediately provide, skill­ 
ed resources for the 
study 
of the 
entire treaty situation. The education 
of Am erican public opinion to treaty 
legislation is imperative. Their par­ 
liam entary 
system 
gives 
European 
governments a superior efficiency in 
treaty-making as compared with the 
United States; 
The history of com­ 
m ercial treaties is marked by frequent

for ratification requires that treaties 
hereafter be so drawn as to command

approval,
